DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 2-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "the distance" in line 1 . There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1, 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Keller et al. 
(5,261,655). 

Keller et al. teaches an apparatus for transporting an essentially sheet-like element, the 
apparatus comprising a least one rotating transport, 22, at least one gripper-like pickup, 22b, into 
which the leading edge of the sheet is introduced, and including one fragmentally existing being 
core, 22a, used for curing the sheet during transport over a rotation or curvature radius, wherein 
at least one guide element, 92, between the pickup site and the delivery site, blocks the sheet for 
the purpose of maintaining the radius of curvature, see column 4, lines 14+. The apparatus 
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further includes a fixed stop, 23, in the area of the delivery site for the leading edge of the sheet 
that is inserted into said gripper-like pickup. The apparatus further including coaxial transports, 
see figure 3, spaced apart from one another and the transports are arranged laterally reversed 
with regard to a mirror surface perpendicular to the rotational axis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-10 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 2-10 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claim 2 claims that the distance between the guide element and the delivery site is adjustable 
along the curvature path of the sheet. The most relevant prior art reference, Keller et al., teaches 
a guide element, however the reference does not teach that the guide element position is 
adjustable. The examiner was unable to find such a teaching among the prior art and therefore 
claim 2 and those that depend therefrom contain allowable subject matter. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The other references listed on the PTO-892 form are other examples of prior art 
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which teach a sheet transport apparatus similar to the apparatus which is claimed by the 
applicant.
